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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-31 filed on 05/29/2007 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent thereof, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

The USPTO "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent 
Subject Matter Eligibility " (Official Gazette notice of 22 November 2005), Annex 
IV reads as follows: 

Claims that recite nothing but the physical characteristics of a form of energy, such as a frequency, 
voltage, or the strength of a magnetic field, define energy or magnetism, per se, and as such are 
nonstatutory natural phenomena. O'Reilly, 56 U.S. (15 How.) at 112-14. Moreover, it does not appear 
that a claim reciting a signal encoded with functional descriptive material falls within any of the 
categories of patentable subject matter set forth in Sec. 101. 

... a signal does not fall within one of the four statutory classes of Sec. 101 

... signal claims are ineligible for patent protection because they do not fall within any of the four 
statutory classes of Sec. 101. 

Claims 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. 

Claims 29 and 30 define "recording medium" with descriptive material. While 
"functional descriptive material" may be claimed as a statutory product (i.e., a 
"manufacture") while embodied on a tangible computer readable medium, recording 
medium embodying that same functional descriptive material is neither a process nor a 
product (i.e., a tangible "thing") and therefore does not fall within one of the four 
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statutory class of §101. Rather, "medium" is a form of energy, in the absence of any 
physical structure or tangible material. Examiner recommends changing "...an 
information recording medium ..." to "...a computer readable information recording 
medium on which a program is recorded ..." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 25 - 28 and 31 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

The present invention is directed to an information recording method and 
apparatus for recording information on an information recording medium. Independent 

claims 25, 27 and 31 identify the uniquely distinct feature " wherein the cells are 

represented by cell information, which is partially designated by the original program 
chain information or user-defined program chain information, in the main and back-up 
management fills, the main management file and the back-up management file are 
updated by editing user-defined program chain information of the main management 
file and that of the back-up management file, and a reproduction order indicated by 
the original program chain information is maintained even when the user-defined 
program chain information is edited". The closest prior arts, Kitamura et al (US 
5703997) and Taira et al (US 5778142), either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above mentioned underlined limitations obvious. 

Since the independent claims are allowed, therefore the dependent claims are 
also allowed. 
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Therefore the claims are allowed over the prior art. 

4. Claims 29 and 30 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C.^Mffir set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

The present invention is directed to an information recording method and 

apparatus for recording information on an information recording medium. Independent 
claim 29 identifies the uniquely distinct feature " wherein the cells are represented by 

cell information, which is partially designated by the original program chain information 
or user-defined program chain information, in the main and back-up management fills, 
the main management file and the back-up management file are updated by editing 
user-defined program chain information of the main management file and that of the 
back-up management file, and a reproduction order indicated by the original program 
chain information is maintained even when the user-defined program chain information 
is edited".
